The primary reason for the allowance of the claims in this case, is the 

inclusion of the limitation "the lower end of the backrest being arranged to move 
rearwards as the backrest is moved from its normal position into its stowed 
position such that, in the stowed position, the backrest lies behind the folded seat 
cushion, the arrangement being such that the upper end of the backrest folds 
forwards as the lower end of the backrest moves rearwards during movement of 
the backrest from its normal position into its folded position so that, when the 
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seat assembly is in the stowed position, the rear surface of the stowed backrest 
lies immediately behind the base surface of the folded seat cushion and the rear 
surface and the base surface are aligned to form a generally flat substantially 
continuous load bearing surface" in the independent claim, in combination with the 
other recited limitations in claims supported by this application, which are not 
found in the prior art of record.
